It would 
provide for the first meeting of a new 
Congress on March 5, following its 
election, instead of waiting until the 
first Monday in December. Congress 
itself has power to make the change, 
and it is expected that it will be taken 
up soon in the special session. 
It might be well to go still further. 
Why should any congressman who is 
defeated early in November continue 
iii office longer than the end of the 
year? And why should not the new 
congressmen-elect 
assume 
their du­ 
ties immediately after the Christmas 
holidays? The date of presidential in­

wise, making everything

And back of all this is the knowl­ 
edge of the still greater burdens that 
Germany would have inflicted, accord­ 
ing to plans that are a m atter of rec­ 
ord. if she had won the war. 
Wherefore all the clamor from Ger­ 
many falls on deaf ears.

And 
whatever may have been the case with 
the influenza, which killed more peo­ 
ple than the war, these plagues are 
certainly the direct consequences of 
war. Fortunately, science knows how 
to combat them, as it does not yet 
know how to combat influenza. 
But 
if the least tractable of them, the Asi­ 
atic cholera, should begin to spread 
with a virulence as far in excess of 
normal as was the influenza this time, 
it might be a serious matter even in 
regions of Western sanitation. 
And 
all three diseases will ravage the East­ 
ern half of the world, where sanitary 
and medical precautions are either un­ 
known or are now imDossible. 
The price of the war, the world 
must pay, and this is a part of it. fiut 
we may at least have the poor pride 
of the Pharisee that we are relatively 
safe against this particular penalty. It 
was perhaps for this very sin of pride 
in our ability to meet pestilence, that 
the influenza was sent on us, which 
we did not know how to combat. But 
at least as to the others, we do know. 
We know that smallpox will not spread 
except in scattered individual cases. 
in vaccinated communities. We know 
that typhus will 
not 
spread where 
people bathe regularly and wash their 
underwear. We know 
that 
cholera 
will not spread where people drink 
pure water or boil polluted water. We 
know that each of these precautions 
protects against only one disease. San­ 
itation will not stop smallpox, nor cow­ 
pox vaccination the cholera or typhus. 
Bathing and changing 
underclothes 
will not stop 
cholera, 
and 
boiling 
drinking water will not stop typhus. 
But each will stop its own, and in 
Western civilization we do all three. 
We need a League of Health, to see 
that all three are done elsewhere, too. 
And, significantly enough, just such 
a league is one of the things provided 
in the peace treaty. We are going to 
organize the world not merely to stop 
killing each other with guns and poi­ 
son gas. but to stop killing each other 
with microbes, also.

Sobieski last night discussed Poland’s 
history and her present problems. His 
address was delivered at the Brother­ 
hood meeting at the First Methodist 
church. 
Much of Col. Sobiegki’s address, at 
the request of tile pastor. Rev. John* 
Oliver, was given over 
to 
reminis-1 
cences He carried his hearers through ! 
dark days in Poland, when, in 1846,1 
his father, heir to the throne, was ex-i 
edited because he struck for liberty. 
Col. So w ski had command of a reg*! 
intent in tile Union Army, and was 
wounded at Gettysburg. 
Though doc­ 
tors told him lie would die. he recov­ 
ered. 
After the Civil War. he joined 
the forces of Mexico opposing Maximil­ 
ian. and when Maximilian was execut­ 
ed. Sobieski commanded the reserve 
tiring squad. 
Because he would not 
carry out a command of the Mexican 
general to execute 
twenty-two 
cap­ 
tured men. lie himself was condemned 
to he shot tor disobedience. However, 
he was reprieved. 
"My aunt had to march that terrible 
2s00 miles to Siberia," said he. "and I 
long hoped to see the day when the 
czar and Irs family would 
have 
to 
make that march. 
I have lived to see 
that day. 
‘‘I exult these days, for I have seen 
Poland rise 
I shall always be grateful 
to President Wilson, that great states­ 
man, for he said that the war should 
not end until Poland was free 
“My 
countryman, 
Paderewski, 
is 
making a wonderful leader. The coun- 
! try is in a terrible condiUon. Nearly 
all of the young and the old are dead 
1 by reason of privation. Paderewski is 
leading Poland wisely through great 
: difficulties. 
j 
“I have the highest respect for the) 
Jews. 
They are a wonderful people. 
But let me explain the situation in 
Poland. Poland 300 years ago. in be­ 
coming a republic, guaranteed freedom 
of religion, and that 
is 
what 
she 
stands for today. 
When the Germans 
came, the Jews warmed up to them. 
When the Germans were ousted, the 
Poles remembeml the days when the 
Jews had not stood true. 
On top of 
that, the Jews have asked the impos­ 
sible Thev have asked for att arrange­ 
ment whereby there shall he a nation 
for the Jews within the Polish nation, 
whereby separate laws and control 
for the Jews by the Jews 
shall 
be 
m a’ntained. 
That could not be con­ 
ceded. of course. 
Paderewski,

Only Men In Service or Dis­ 
charged Entitled to 
the Honor 


W earing of an arm y or sailor uni­ 
form, or any part of a uniform by 
men who have never been in any 
branch of the service, or by women, is 
an unlawful act. 
The navy depart- 
I ment a t this tim e is urging officers 
[throughout the country to make close 
observations of men wearing uniforms 
who are not entitled to the honor. 
In a circular recently sent the navy 
advises that no man is released from 
the service unless he has shown by 
evidence that he wanted release in 
order to return to private employment 
or complete an education. When such 
men are released they are given $60 in 
cash and are allowed 5 cents per mile 
for expenses home from point of dis­ 
charge. 
m 
The issuance of the circular is in 
protection of the good name of the 
navy. 
It has come to the attention of 
the departm ent that men m asquerad­ 
ing in navy uniforms have been solic­ 
iting assistance on the plea that they 
had not money enough to reach their 
homes. 
Discredit has been brought 
upon the navy by men who are be­ 
lieved to have never seen service and 
have availed them selves of the opi*or- 
itunity at this tim e to don the clothes 
and seek assistance from a people who 
ere willing to help toe boys who rend­ 
ered service in any way that they can. 
“It is strictly against tile law tor 
anyone not a soldier or -sailor to wear 
! the uniform,” said local navy recruit­ 
in g officer Wm. E. Hughes Imlay. 
“It 
is the intention of the government lo 
prosecute those who violate the regu­ 
lation. 
The credulous are being im­ 
posed upon by unprincipled men and 
the navy will make every effort to put 
a stop to it. 
“Any man who has been in the ser­ 
vice is entitled to wear the uniform 
whenever and w herever ho please*, 
but those who have not been in Hie 
service are not entitled to the honor. 
“We very often see women 01 the 
streets with blouses patterned after 
the navy blouse and this is strictly in 
violation of the law, but I don’t know 
that the departm ent has any intention 
of bringing the w earer of these u.'der 
observation.” 
Here is a section of the law regard­ 
ing the use of the uniform : 
“It shall be unlawful for a person 
not an officer or enlisted man of the 
United States army, navy or Marine

Briefly, the department 
is 
saying 
that, if legislation is passed, work will 
begin at once in the development of 
co-operative farm settlements for sol­ 
diers and sailors in nearly all of the 
states. 
In practically every state in 
the Union there are large areas of land 
suitable for this purpose. 
There is 
dry land in the West that needs water, 
which can be provided by 
building 
dams and canals. In the East are large 
areas of cut-over or logged-ofl timber 
lands front which it will be necessary 
to blow the stumps and clear off the 
underbrush. In the South it is a large 
amount of cut-over land and swamp 
land which must be drained. 
About Soldiers’ Jobs 
Majiy of the soldiers have asked if 
it will be possible for them to obtaiu 
a job near their homes by draining, 
clearing, 
irrigating 
and 
improving 
these lands. That again depends upon 
the action of Congress in providing the 
money for construction. 
The 
plans 
propose that these settlements be scat, 
tered all over the country, so that it 
would be possible for every honorably 
discharged soldier or sailor or marine 
to work near his 
old 
home. 
There 
would be work of all kinds in connec­ 
tion with these settlements, from the 
highest technical and clerical positions 
to that of laborer. 
The plan Involves “the 
new 
farm 
idea” in that there will be built what 
are known as community settlements, 
each containing a number 
of 
farm 
homes, so that the men will have near 
neighbors, good roads over which to 
bring their produce to town, and a mar­ 
ket for the sale of the produce within 
a short distance of the farm home. Ef­ 
forts will be made to overcome the 
handicaps of farm life that are driv­ 
ing the people to the cities—the lack 
of .society in the country, the distance 
between farm homes, the remoteness 
from the postoffice and the newspaper, 
the desire for better school facilities 
for the children. 
Under the new way 
there will be the farm village, the set­ 
tlement of farmers around 
a 
center 
which is their home, in which can be 
gathered most of the advantages 
of 
the city—the good school, the church, 
the moving picture, th® well-outfitted 
store, and these, with good roads, the 
rural express, the telephone, the auto­ 
mobile and the postoffice will make 
life on the farm a thing of far different 
meaning from the isolated life it has 
been. 
Can Pick Out Farms 
After these service men have build 
ed the dams and canals, or cleared the 
cut-over land of stumps, or built the 
ditches to drain the swamp lands; aft­ 
er they have helped to erect houses 
and barns, built fences, constructed 
roads and laid out 
townsites, 
built 
creameries, canneries, warehouses, and 
schools, after they have, in fact, re 
claimed the land. the Government in 
tends tp allow the men to pick out one 
of these farms. 
The plan provides 
that these farms and homes shall be 
paid for in small payments over a long 
term of years. 
It is expected thai the 
men will be able to pay the first small 
payment out of the wages received 
from the Government 
In 
helping to 
build these settlements. 
The balance 
can be paid from the proceeds from 
the sale of crops. 
It Is planned that the Government 
will also furnish the new fum ers with 
the necessary stock and farm imple 
ments, these to be paid for in small 
payments spread over several years 
These farms will contain from forty 
to eighty acres for 
general 
farming 
purposes, Worn eighty to one hundred 
W 
jtd sixty acres for live stock purposes, 
rom fifteen to twenty acres for fruit 
farms and from Ay* to twenty acres 
for truck farms.

Competent instructors in farm prac 
tice will be stationed on each project 
to teach the men how to make a sue 
cess of farming.

Orange county’s assessed valuation this year will be approxim ately $100,000,- 
000. 
The $500,000 harbor bonds will draw 5 percent interest, or $25,000, the 
first year, and $20,000 of the principal WHI be paid each year. 


The first year each $1000 of assessed valuation (about 40 per cent of m arket 
value) will bear a tax of 45 cents, and the interest w ill be 
reduced 1 cent each 
year until all the bonds are paid in twenty-five years. 
There are more than 60,000 people in Orange county. 
Figuring only on 58,000 
people, the per capita cost will be 35 cents a year. 
And just think of 
the possibilities expenditure of 
that 35 cents per 
year per person will open up! 
There will be more people, more jobs, your property 
will be worth more, there will be more buildings, 
and, due to the many natural advantages of the bay 
district, there is a strong possibility that the govern­ 
ment will put a subm arine base, naval training sta­ 
tion, or other sim ilar Institution there.
